Uris, At one time he achieved a great success in the world by 
his novel Exodus (about Isxvael).. He lives in Aspen, The new 
novel will be published wider the title of T- -2z in the month 


of November, but the American magazine Look started alxeady to 
publish it as a sevial, This is particularly sionificant. _ 
The million-copy magazine will give maximum publicity to Uris' 
novel. Some European weeklies of the same type have also 
Signed a contract for it. ae 


The novel deals with activities of intelligence ser- 
vices, particularly the Soviet, American, and French services. 
And all concentrates on France, The novel tries to prove that 
the Sovietintelligence service has penetrated through the 
French intelligence services in allied institutions, particu- 
larly in the institutions of the Atlantic Pact, and that 
through the French Moscow has been supplied for years with the 
greatest secrets. Thus De Gaulle is an “instrument™ of Moscow.
